All feltand believed that if any region could 
prosper, ours would, and hence it was eagerly 
sought. The war was over, and under 
Mr. Jomneon’s plan of reconstruction the 
Southern States had chosen Legislatures 
composed of their best and most intelll- 
gent men, such as were identified by birth 
or long residence, with their prosperity in 
the past and their hopes in the future. The 
laws these men enacted were wise and just, 
was protected in his new; 
rights. They satisfied alt but the few adyen- 
turers the war left among us, mere carpet-bag 
knaves, who live on discord only. Lands were 
in demand all through West Tennessee, North 
Mississippi and Arkansas; town property | 
was never so high in Memphis, houses never 
so searce. Thousands from the North came 
down, anxious to live in a section 80 favored, 
and near a city with such a future. But this 
did not suit the Radical devils, here or in Con- 
gress. They could not flourish if the country | * 
prospered, Their business here was to hatch 
schemes of villainy that would work the ruin 
of all but themselves. Unfortunately, they 
had control of this State, through their Goy- 
ernor and Legislature; yet they knew that 
nine out of ten White men were against them, 
and that, if they did not do something to pre- 
vent it, Radical rule in Tennessee would not 
suryive the first election. They therefore 
passed the infamous franchise law of 1866, It 
soon became evident that this odious act 
would not save them; for so many young 
men were reaching their twenty-first year, 80 
many moderate Republicans were. becoming 
disgusted with this harsh and hateful law, 
that its opponents largely outnumbered its 
advocates among our white population. 
So the Radicals determined to let the negroes 
vote, as the only alternative left them tg pre- 
vent power passing from them. The result 
was what all sensible men anticipated. 
Instead of population pouring into the coun- 
try, thousands have left it, All naturally 
concluded that law founded on hatred and 
oppression could but engender dissatisfaction, 
and array the hated and oppresed against 
those thus ruling them. In laws made to tax 
and degrade the educated. property holder, 
and to confer special privileges upon the igno- 
rant, brutal negroes, strangers could see 
nothing productive of peace and prosperity, 
nothing in harmony with the great object of
